RARELY can the 
town of 

Cowbridge have 
been so quiet for so 
.Vlj people 

i lined the streets 
for the funeral of 
local boy, Captain 
Tom Clarke. 

Tom, a former pupil at 
Llanfair Primary and 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, 
died in Afghanistan in a 
helicopter crash that also 
claimed the lives of four 
colleagues. 

People started lining 
Cowbridge High Street 
at around 12.15pm - a 
full 30 minutes ahead of 
the 12.45pm projected 
arrival time of the 
funeral cortege. 

Many businesses had 
closed for the period. 

The police stopped all 
traffic at 12.30pm, and 
from that moment on the 
town was totally silent - 
almost eerily so. 

There was no idle 
chatter. Townspeople

simply stood quietly, 
awaiting the arrival of 
the funeral party. 

The only noise was 
the clicking of highly- 
polished shoes as 
colleagues from Tom’s 
Regiment walked along 
the street to form a guard 
of honour at Holy Cross 
Church. 

Obviously, no one 
from Tom’s family was 
there - they were 
approaching the town in 


the funeral cortege. 

Nevertheless, the 
atmosphere in 

Cowbridge on the day 
clearly did not go 
unnoticed. 

After the funeral, 
Tom’s father, Bruce 
Clarke, speaking on 
behalf of the family, 
said: “We would like to 
express our deepest 
thanks for the huge 
support from the people 
and business community 
of Cowbridge at Tom's 
funeral service.”

‘Message is, we 
want more of a 
say in Europe’ 


T he letter by CN Westerman in 
The GEM last week was very 
interesting: while it is true that in 
our part of Europe we have had peace 
since 1945, the present Ukrainian 
problem has been significantly helped by 
the EU. 

To Ukrainians the EU, however fast it may be 
descending into democratic illegitimacy, still 
looks like heaven through many Ukrainian eyes, 
and the EU are going to give them a lot of money 
(our money). 

As for prosperity, yes the bankers did cause the 
destruction of our prosperity in 2008, by their 
greed - but in the UK it was helped by a Labour 
Government that believed they had cured the 
Tories’ ‘boom and bust’ . 

The Euro is a major failure and many countries 
in Europe are no longer governed by their own 
democratically-elected government because of 
this. 

Let us be thankful that we did not join the 
Euro, or today we would be a basket case like 
Greece and the rest of them, due to our trillion 
pounds debt. 

I signed up to Europe in 1973, but it was to a 
common market - not a governing body that 
provides me today with 75 per cent of my laws, 
and is not accountable to me or any voter in the 
UK. 

We were not provided with a Lisbon treaty 
referendum, because Labour could not trust us to

sadly wrong’ 


CCORDING 
to my 

calculations, 
the manager of 
Living Quarters 
Wales has her 
maths sadly wrong 
in the article ‘Why 
Barry is better than 
Cowbridge’. 

Buying two properties 
in Barry with a yield of 
3.75 per cent each does 
not total 7.5 per cent, it 
remains as 3.75 per cent. 
You might have double 
the rent, but you have 
double the expenditure, 
so the return or yield 
doesn’t change in this 
example. 

Using the figures 
given, the annual rent 
received from the house 
in Cowbridge would be 
£13,932, which is very 
similar to the annual rent 
from two houses in 
Barry-£13,248. 

I think the comment 
about the amount of 
deposit could also be 


misleading. A deposit is 
usually based on a 
percentage of value, so 
although a higher 
amount of deposit would 
be paid in Cowbridge for 
one house, it would be 
roughly the same if two 
houses are bought in 
Barry. 

No mention is made 
of stamp duty costs, 
however. I understand 
that for a £176,430 
house in Barry, a stamp 
duty of only one per cent 
is payable by the 
purchaser (£1,764). Eor 
two houses in Barry, this 
totals £3,528. 

By contrast, for a 
£388,128 house in 
Cowbridge, a duty of 
three per cent is payable 
(£11,643). On the other 
hand, a purchaser of two 
houses faces two lots of 
solicitors’ fees, two 
survey fees if mortgages 
are to be obtained, and 
two lots of letting fees 
for finding the tenants!

PUPILS at Y Pant 
School, Pontyclun 
took part in an 
innovative 
workshop ahead of 
Digital 2014 (June 
9 - 10) a flagship 
event aiming to give 
young people in 
Wales a voice on the 
digital economy. 

Fourteen students 
shared their views on the 
effect of information 
communication 
technology on everyday 
lives, from gaming and 
social networking to 
mobile phone 

applications. 

The views of over 
1,000 young people 
across Wales will feed 
into a digital skill 
manifesto that will be 
presented to the Welsh 
Government at Digital 
2014. 

The key stage 3 pupils, 
aged between 11 andl4, 
discussed their 

perceptions of jobs in the 
digital industry, 

stereotypes the media 
imposes on young teens 
in technology and what 
should be done to 
encourage more young 
people to pursue courses 
and careers in 
technology. 

The pupils said they 
believe the next digital 
innovation, like 

Facebook, could come 
out of Wales. 

The workshop was led 
by representatives from 
TeenTech, an industry- 
led initiative to help a 
younger generation to 
understand their potential 
and the real opportunities 
available in the 
contemporary STEM 
(Science, Technology, 
Engineering and 

Mathematics) workplace. 

The workshop comes 
as the Welsh 


Government’s flagship 
technology event. Digital 
2014, gears up to return 
to the Celtic Manor for a 
second year. This year, a 
bespoke ‘digital skills’ 
day is set to take place on 
the first day of the event, 
bringing together young 
people, educators and 
employers to discuss the 
challenges and 

opportunities for young 
people as they progress 
through the education 
system and into the 
workplace. 

Anna Sheard, project 
manager from TeenTech 
- who facilitated the 
workshop - said: “The 
pupils at Y Pant School 
were really inspiring; 
their knowledge of 
computer technology 
was very impressive and 
they provided us with 
great suggestions on 
what they would like to 
see put in place to help 
them with their career 
potential.” 

Adrian Muscat, head 
of ICT at Y Pant School 
said: “The digital 

revolution has brought 
with it unprecedented 
new opportunities to 
transform the way we 
teach the next generation 
and we’ve embraced 
every opportunity 

offered by technology 
and it’s simply about the 
pedagogy leading the 
way. 

“Digital 2014 will 
offer other educators and

“I was born at the 
Cameron Hospital in 
West Hartlepool which 
was built thanks to the 
well-to-do family who 
owned Cameron’s 
brewery - and brewing 
became my path in life. 

“While I was at 
school in Harrogate, I 
saw a leaflet about the 
brewing industry and 
thought ‘this is me’. 
Unknown to my parents 
I had already been 
making home-made 
wine.” 

Don acquired an 
honours degree in 
brewing and 

biochemistry from

Heriot Watt University - 
and that set him on a 
career than involved 
numerous moves 

throughout England, 
Wales - and even to the 
Isle of Man. 

“I was so keen to get 
experience that while I 
was at Heriot Watt 
University I used to 
work for breweries in 
the summer holidays.” 

That paid off when he 
was offered a job as a 
trainee at John Smith’s. 

He gained his master 
brewer qualification 
while working at the 
Courage bottling plant, 
London Bridge. In 1979 
he joined Guinness, Park 
Royal, and produced 
both Harp and Guinness, 
before relocating to the 
Isle of Man to become 
head brewer at 
Castletown Brewery. 

Don explained: “In 
the brewing industry you 
have to be prepared to 
move to gain the 
necessary experience.”

I abstracted a 
recipe from an old 
leather bound brewing 
book - raw materials are 
now better than they 
were - and I had to take 
a guess at what hops 
should be used.” 

Don’s knowledge and 
diligent work paid 
dividends. 

“It first went to six 
outlets in the Pembroke 
area and I went on a two 
day visit to promote it. 
At Newquay I arrived to 
speak about The Rev 
James and was told 
‘There’s none left’. It 
had sold out.” 

Its popularity was 
generated by word of 
mouth, rather than slick 
marketing. 

“As it developed not a 
penny had to be spent on 
‘point of sale’.” 

In 1998, Buckley’s 
was purchased by Brains 
Brewery, and production 
was transferred to 
Cardiff. Brains 

continues to produce 
The Rev James. 

Don’s last move was 
to Brains’ Craw shay 
Street site in 1999 where 
he became packaging 
manager. 

Bill Dobson, the head 
brewer at Brains, said: 
“Don has been a pivotal 
member of our 
production team for the 


last 15 years, supporting 
the growth of Brains 
brands, and more 
recently was part of the 
team to establish Brains 
Craft Brewery.” 

Don added: “I’ll miss 
the day to day contact 
with my colleagues but 
I’m now looking to put a 
bit back by offering my 
skills as a brewing 
consultant and trainer, 
for both brewing 
apprentice programmes 
and formal 

qualifications for the 
Institute of Brewing and 
Distilling. 

“Training the next 
generation of Brewers 
can only be a good thing 
for the individuals 
concerned, the industry 
and the consumer.” 

Don also recognises 
the support he has had 
over the years from his 
wife of 30 years. Sue, 
and his son Lewis who 
serves with the Royal 
Signals. 

“I met my wife Sue in 
the laboratory at John 
Smiths Brewery in 
Tadcaster, Yorkshire. 

“She went into 
medics a number of 
years ago and and as we 
have moved she has 
worked in hospitals in St 
Albans, Gian Gwili, 
Singleton, and is now a 
medical secretary in 
Llandough. Lewis is due 
back soon from Camp 
Bastion.” 

To mark his 
retirement, Don, a keen 
magician, has brewed 
his own Alt beer called 
‘Old Tricks’. It 
combines Munich and 
Crystal malts, Hallertau 
and Saaz hops and 
Dusseldorf Alt yeast.

Bruce added: “It 
gave us immense 
comfort and pride on 
the day and will help us 
endure a difficult time 
ahead.”

Looking for poo 
on the Thaw! 


WHO would have 
thought that a talk 
that inspired you to 
look for poo, and in 
some cases to report 
it if you found it, 
could have been so 
enjoyable? 

However, that was the 
outcome of a talk by 
Robert Parry, 

conservation manager of 
the Wildlife Trust of 
south and west Wales on 
May 14. 

It was focused on the 
water vole and the otter, 
both inhabitants of the 
Thaw. The water vole is 
not a rat. It has rounder 
features, likes calm 
waters and is vegetarian 
with 230 plant species in 
its diet. 

Unfortunately, it is the 
fastest declining 

mammal with 95 per cent 


being lost due to loss of 
habitat and the 
introduction of the 
American mink, which 
were ‘liberated’ by 
animal rights groups 
from farms in the 1970s 
and 1980s (hence the 
need to look for their poo 
on the river bank). They 
were last sighted in the 
vicinity of Beaupre 
Castle. 

The otter, on the other 
hand, has increased in 
numbers from 20 per 
cent in the 1970s to 90 
per cent in 2010 and it 
has a range of about 40 
km so it is difficult to 
monitor - three families 
could cover the Thaw, 
but we are not sure. 

The next meeting is at 
the Town Hall at 2pm on 
June 11 - ‘The 14 locks

mourners took their 
seats. 

The service was 
relayed to the large 
crowd outside, as Rev 
David Boult began to 
speak - and his first 
words were about the 
piper. 

He said that Tom’s 
family wanted it played 
because it would be 
“impactful”, and he 
explained that it was 
appropriate because 
Tom always made an 
impact on people he 
met. 

He spoke briefly 
about the fact that the 
family would be 
holding a private 
Humanist service later 
at Coychurch 
Crematorium. 

He said he felt 
comfortable conducting 
a Christian service, 
because he found much 
common ground 
between the tenets of 
Christianity and 


Humanism, and wanted 
to embrace the 
similarities. 

Tom’s older brother, 
Simon, talked about 
how Tom’s character 
was formed as he grew 
up, and described a 
lively, mischievous 
boy - but one with a 
strong sense of right 
and wrong. 

He described an 
incident that took place 
when Tom was just 10, 
when he felt that 
someone in the village 
was dumping rubbish in 
a neighbour’s skip. 

Tom organised a 
group of boys who took 
that rubbish all the way 
back to the grown-up’s 
house - and then stood 
his ground and told the 
man it was wrong to do 
that. 

He said that Tom’s 
character stayed the 
same all his life. A 
bright, cheerful young 
man with a great sense 


of fun, but with a firm 
sense of right and 
wrong. 

He told how Tom 
had proposed to his 
wife, Angie, by taking 
her scuba diving and 
then, some distance 
below the surface, 
writing “Will you 
marry me?” on a chalk 
board 

Speaking after the 
ceremony. Rev David 
Boult said that his 
abiding memory of the 
service would be the 
contributions from 
Tom’s friends, who 
made it one of the best 
ceremonies he had 
attended. 

In particular, he said, 
he would always 
remember the final 
eulogy, given by Tom’s 
young widow, Angie. 

He said: “The way 
she spoke was 
unbelievable. She was 
quite brilliant.” 

He added that 
although there was 
much military 
ceremony outside the 
church - when the 
cortege arrived and 
again when it left, 
inside the church it had 
been a family funeral, 
remembering a 
husband, son, brother 
and friend. 

There were two more 
tributes. 

As the service ended, 
a lone helicopter circled 
the town, before 
passing over the 
church. 

Finally, on the 
ground, people standing 
outside the church burst 
into spontaneous 
applause as the cortege 
departed. 

Traffic was stopped 
once again as the 
cortege retraced its 
steps out of town, once 
again passing the War 
Memorial before 
heading to Coychurch 
for the final ceremony.

Lollipop lady calls fine ‘pathetic’ 


£100 fine for 
school run 
crash driver 


COURT REPORT

A RETIRED 
engineer whose car 
ploughed into 
adults and children 
outside a local 
primary school, 
causing a number 
to suffer serious 
injuries, has been 
fined £100 after a 
three-day trial at 
Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Judge Bodfan Jenkins 
found Robert Bell (62) 
of Beaufort Way, 
Rhoose, guilty of 
driving without due care 
and attention. He was 
also ordered to pay costs 
of £1,130 plus a £20 
victim surcharge. Four 
points were put on his 
licence. 

One of the adults 
injured, Karin Williams 
(61) who stood in front 
of the car to protect 
some of the children, 
described the fine as 
“simply pathetic”. 

The judge told Bell, 
who claimed he had a 
coughing fit seconds 
before losing control, 
that he had failed to deal 
with it properly. 

The result was that 
his right foot - he was 
wearing flip flops at the 
time - pressed down on 
the throttle and not on 
the brake. 

His misjudgement, 
said the judge, had 
“horrendous 
consequences”. 

He added that this 
was a tragic case for 
everybody involved, 
and something Bell 
would have to live with 
because of a momentary 
lapse of concentration 
and misjudgement. 

Prosecutor Lisa Jones 
said the accident 
occurred at about 
8.50am on June 20 
outside the school. 

Bell was driving an 
Audi convertible with a 
passenger when he lost 
control injuring seven 
pedestrians, including 
Bell himself. 

Mrs Williams, who 
received a Daily Mirror 
Pride of Britain award 
for her bravery, was in 
hospital for nine weeks. 
An injured child was 
unconscious and on a 
life support for three 
days, and still receives 
treatment. 

Mrs Williams had 
many injuries, including 
a broken leg, fractures 
to both knees, 
haemorrhaging of the 
brain and a broken 
elbow. 

One witness, a 
childminder, said Bell’s 
car “sideswiped a 
number of people” and 
added: “It was chaos 
with parents and 


children screaming.” 

Bell, who was 
rescued from the vehicle 
which turned upside 
down, had suffere d 
head wounds, and was 
barefoot, said at the 
scene: “Did I do 
anything wrong, was it 
my fault?” 

Another witness saw 
children “cartwheeling 
through the air”. 

The vehicle, it was 
stated, had covered 
161,000 miles before 
the accident and had 
been in a good state of 
repair. 

Bell told the court 
that he approached the 
school at about lOmph 
but the next thing he 
was aware of was 
hanging upside down 
from his seatbelt. 

“I didn’t know where 
I was. I was struggling 
to slip the seatbelt.” 

He said his vision 
was not clear and he had 
a nasty cut to the head. 

He saw a child 
bleeding heavily and 
added: “I thought she 
had no chance.” 

He was taken into the 
school where he 
received treatment and 
was interviewed by the 
police. 

He revealed that he 
was a diabetic and had 
had a drug removed 
because it caused him 
coughing fits. 

Professor Alan 
Morice, an expert in 
re spiratory medicine, 
said the coughing fit 
experienced by Bell 
could have caused an 
involuntary reaction of 


the limbs and the person 
responsible would have 
no memory of it. 

He said that 25 
people per year are 
killed on the roads 
because of this. Bell, he 
said, had had a coughing 
condition diagnosed in 
the 1990s. 

Bell, he believed, 
suffered a cough 
syndrome involving a 
split-second loss of 
consciousness. 

“All the evidence 
pointed to this,” he said. 

Earlier in the trial, a 
statement was read from 


Mrs Williams in which 
she said she suddenly 
heard a revving noise on 
the crossing, and was 
aware of a car coming 
towards her at speed on 
the wrong side of the 
road. It collided with a 
bollard, she said, and 
turned over. 

She recollected 
seeing the driver’s eyes 
wide open and he was 
gripping the steering 
wheel tightly. 

The next thing she 
remembers, she said, 
was being in great pain 
under the car. 

The court heard it’s 
likely that civil 
proceedings might take 
place concerning the 
accident.

“Therefore, given the 
reducing amount of 
burial space left in the 
wider area, it was natural 
that Memoria should 
seek to introduce both 
natural and traditional 
burial to the park in order 
to allow bereaved 
families who prefer 
burial to cremation to be 
able to use the same 
serene facilities.” 

Councillors in both 
Penarth and Barry have 


discussed the the issue of 
limited burial space in 
local cemeteries and a 
new area may solve that 
problem. 

Mr Hodgson said he 
regarded the Cardiff & 
Glamorgan Memorial 
Park and its location as 
one of the best in Britain. 

“I don't know of a 
better memorial park 
anywhere in the UK and 
we are extremely proud 
of the quality service 
provided to families at 
such a difficult time in 
their lives.”

Seconds put in a 
brave performance 


THE Vale Council 
has secured a grant 
of £120,000 to 
refurbish Llantwit 
Major Library in 
what has been 
described as a 
“major boost” to 
the town. 

The funding will be 
added to £130,000 
already set aside by 
the council to provide 
a total investment of 
over a quarter of a 
million pounds into 
the building. 

The Vale cabinet 
approved the funding 
last week. 

Local councillor 
Gwyn John said he 
was “absolutely 
delighted” funding 
had been found to 
fund improvements to 
the library. 

He told The GEM: 
“Llantwit First 
Independent Vale 
councillors have 
pressed for a long 
time for 

improvements to the 
library. We were 
extremely 

disappointed when the 
previous 
administration 
decided not to support 
the library in Llantwit 
Major when funding 
became available. 

“These 

improvements will be 
another major boost 
for our town which 
has benefited since the 
current coalition took 
over the 

administration of the 
Vale Council.” 

MODERNISE 

Coun Stuart Egan, 
the cabinet member 
responsible for library 


services, insisted the 
investment 
demonstrated the 
council’s commitment 
to providing the best 
library service 
possible. 

“The council has 
funded improvements 
to the exterior of 
Llantwit Major 
Library in recent 
years. However, 
further investment is 
needed in order to 
modernise the interior 
and make it attractive 
and easier to use. This 
is what this extra 
investment will be 
used for. 

“As part of the 
improvements the 
most popular library 
features and staff 
facilities at the library 
are to be moved to one 
end of the building. 

“This will free up 
the main public space 
and allow for a new 
fiexible design and 
easier access. New 
lighting and a new 
heating system will be 
added and these will 
improve the building’s 
energy efficiency and 
help save money in the 
long term.” 

He added: “Once 
this improvement 
work is complete the 
town will have a top 
class library building 
for the local 
community to enjoy.” 

The improvement 
work will begin 
shortly and will also 
include new disabled 
toilet facilities, as well 
as renovations to the 
outside of the building 
which will create a 
brighter and more 
welcoming look.

LAST Thursday, 
Richard Anderton, 
site manager of 
Cabot Carbon Ltd 
on Sully Moors 
Road, gave an 
excellent 
presentation to the 
Rotary Club of 
Dinas Powys. 

Richard was invited to 
give a brief insight into 
the chemical site in 
Barry, Cabot’s with Dow 
Coming. 

He recalled that Cabot 
opened on June 18, 
1992 - and now employs 
90 people, as well as 
around 45 contractors. 

It has recently seen a 
£12m investment into the 
site, including a major 
expansion project, and 
the expansion includes 
an extension of Cabot’s 
relationship with Dow 
Coming Corp. 

The two companies 
have collaborated in 
Barry since 1991, when 
Cabot built its fumed 
silica facility adjacent to 
Dow Coming’s silicone 
monomer plant. 

Cabot produces fumed 
silica, a non-hazardous 
substance which is used 
as a thickening agent in 


things like milkshakes, 
cosmetics, toothpaste, 
paints, printing inks, 
adhesives and “from 
wind turbines to cat 
food.” 

The Barry plant is one 
of six fumed silica sites 
run by Cabot. The others 
are in Germany, 
America, China and 
India. Richard spoke 
about the company’s 
plans and said: “For 
more than 30 years, 
we’ve built a long-term 
partnership with Dow 
Corning and 

demonstrated that we are 
committed to helping 
them and ourselves 
grow.” 

Part of a three-year 
plan is to increase 
Cabot’s global fumed 
metal oxide capacity by 
up to 40 per cent. 

A vote of thanks was 
given to Richard by 
Rotarian Neil Gaskell, 
who like most Rotarians 
present, had no idea what 
Cabot did and was 
pleasantly surprised by 
Richard’s presentation on 
a vibrant company within 
the Vale.

‘KING OF THE MONSTERS’ FRUSTRATES 
AS GODZILLA LACKS HUMAN TOUCH 


W HILE 
many 
movie 
monsters have 
come and gone, 
one of the most 
indelible was 
Godzilla. 

Having rampaged 
through Japanese 
cinema, and battled 
against the likes of King 
Kong and (yes, really) 
SpaceGodzilla, his 
American reimagining 
resulted in the mediocre 


self-titled film in 1998. 
It’s taken 16 years to 
bring him back to 
Hollywood screens, and 
he reappears under the 
direction of Monsters ’ 
Gareth Edwards. 

Joe Brody (Bryan 
Cranston) is a physicist 
completely devastated 
when his wife dies in a 
nuclear power plant 
accident which sees it 
completely levelled. 

Fifteen years later, 
Joe remains convinced 
that a natural disaster

It seemed inevitable, 
given the iconic status 
of the creature, that 
Hollywood wouldn’t let 
a sleeping Godzilla lie, 
and putting it in the 
hands of Gareth 
Edwards, a man who 
showed with the low- 
key but wonderful 
Monsters that he has a 
handle on giant 
creatures, seemed a 
clever move. 

Going for a solemn, 
realistic tone (or doing a 
‘Nolan’ as I’m sure it’ll 
be referred to in years 
to come), Godzilla hits 
home, but misses the 
mark in many ways, the 
film a pleasing 
spectacle but one that 
doesn’t reconcile its 
attempts at solemnity 
with giant creatures 
battling it out. 


Edwards’ direction is 
bit hit and miss, 
Godzilla himself and 
the creatures he’s 
fighting lensed with 
style with a knowing 
wink and nod to the 
original Toho films, the 
film homaging the 
efforts that have gone 
before but through the 
prism of 21st century 
realism. 

Yet Edwards’ real 
failings come in some 
cliched shots (dog 
running away and 
keeping one step ahead 
of trouble, driver 
wiping his steamed-up 
window to see a 
monster) and his 
inability to marry the 
action and scope (which 
is well done) to the 
human narrative playing 
out alongside it, 
something that his debut 
effort managed with 
ease. 

He also frustratingly 
cuts away from the 
action several times, 
being teased with a 
monster smackdown 
before the camera cuts 
away to the human 
action; while a cut to

news footage of the 
battle is cleverly done, 
much of the time it just 
proves frustrating, 
especially as the titular 
character seems to take 
a supporting role to not 
just the human element 
but also other creatures. 

You want more 
Godzilla, but sadly you 
don’t get it, particularly 
as he is incredibly 
rendered by the special 
effects team, rather than 
looking like the 
Monsters offcuts the 
other creatures feel like. 

Max Borenstein’s 
script makes the crucial 
misstep of (as well as 


using certain elements 
oddly lifted from the 
1998 debacle) failing to 
give the creatures any 
personality, anything to 
hang any level of 
interest in other than 
surface curiosity; 
Godzilla gets away with 
it to a degree given his 
pop culture status, but 
it’s not enough to truly 
engage, we don’t feel or 
care for him as we 
should do. 

This also applies to 
the human cast, the 
characters lacking any 
real personality or 
depth; they are meant to 
be our eyes into this 
world, and despite the 
tragedies that befall 
them you still don’t feel 
all that moved by their 
story. 

Bryan Cranston’s 
performance is the most 
touching, but is more of 
an extended cameo, 
while Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson’s naval 
lieutenant is little more 
than just a blunt object 
lacking in anything 
engaging, the 
performance matching 
the character. 

Elizabeth Olsen, as 
gifted an actress as she 
is, is saddled with a 
character that does very 
little than run through 
levels of concern, the 
actress resorting to 


opening her mouth 
wider and wider to 
convey the levels of 
distress, while Ken 
Watanabe and Sally 
Hawkins (two Oscar- 
nominated actors) as a 
pair of scientists may as 
well be called the 
doctors of exposition, 
having little to do than 
open their mouths in 
wonder and relay 
various plot details. 

The film is a 
frustrating one, 
reverential to its source 
material, and faithful to 
the nature of the 
character - while the 
theme of man’s 
relationship with nature, 
and man’s use of 
science to push 
boundaries, is one that 
seems part of the 
general blockbuster 
mood at the moment. 

However, the 


spectacle aside, 

Godzilla’s frustrating 
elements are the things 
that linger the most. 

VERDICT: The 
excitement of seeing the 
‘ming of the monsters’ 
realised faithfully for a 
western audience aside, 
Godzilla is a film 
hamstrung by the 
weaknesses of a 
cumbersome script and 
the lack of personality. 

Impressive spectacle 
doesn’t make up for an 
unengaging human 
element, and it’s this 
inability to meld these 
elements together that 
ultimately renders 
Godzilla a pleasing, but 
unsubstantial, and 
ultimately frustrating, 
effort.

BRIDGEND MP Madeleine 
Moon visited the Dogs Trust 
re-homing centre in Court 
Coleman to observe the free 
microchipping of dogs, a year 
ahead of the introduction of 
the introduction of mandatory 
chipping in Wales. 

She said that March 1,2015, will be 
a big date for owners in Wales when 
all dogs in the country will be required 
by law to have a microchip. 

The Dogs Trust in Bridgend 
supports this change and believes that 
microchipping is the most effective 
way of ensuring lost or stolen dogs are 
returned to their owners. 


The effects of microchipping were 
already being felt, with a seven per 
cent decrease in lost dogs in Wales this 
year alone. 

“This means fewer stray dogs, 
improved animal welfare and a 
reduction in the pressure on local 
authority dog warden services,” Mrs 
Moon said. 

“I am always impressed by the 
work of the staff and volunteers at the 
Dogs Trust re-homing centre. Their 
dedication is a pleasure to watch and 
even briefly to be part of. 

“The microchipping was quick and 
effectively carried out, with dog 
owners given clear instructions on the 
care of their pet for 48 hours after the 
procedure was completed. ”

Assembly for Wales is 
holding an inquiry into 
recycling in Wales, and 
is asking for people’s 
views. 


The council believes 
that a system involving 
far more separation of 
different types of waste 
could be imposed by the 
Welsh Government. 

The Vale Council 
favours a “co-mingling” 
option, whereas it is 
thought that the Welsh 
Government (WG) 
prefers a system such as 
Bridgend’s. 

In Bridgend county 
borough, residents have 
two boxes, one smaller 
box and a large blue bag

The Environment and 
Sustainability 
Committee is setting up 
the inquiry to look into 
how happy Welsh 
residents are with their 
recycling services, and 
is inviting people to give 
their opinions via their 
website or via social 
media by using the 
Twitter hashtag 

#re cy clew ale s. 

The purpose of the 
inquiry is to “explore 
current local authority 
household waste 

recycling practice and 
arrangements across 
Wales”. 

The outcome of this 
could be for the National 
Assembly to support 
Welsh Government’s 
blueprint for “source 
segregated recycling 
collection” - in plain 
English, sorting into 
more boxes and bags. 


This would mean that 
co-mingling councils, 
such as the Vale, would 
have to move away from 
their chosen system and 
adopt another way of 
collecting recyclable 
waste. 

Coun Rob Curtis, 
cabinet member for the 
environment, said: “Our 
co-mingled recycling 
system has been very 
successful but it would 
appear that the Welsh 
Government would like 
us to move away from 
this. 

“The Vale Council is 
committed, not only to 
increasing recycling 
rates but to doing so in a 
way that suits our 
residents. There is a 
chance that Vale 
residents could be 
forced to use a more 
complicated system 
unless they speak up. 

“We think co- 
mingling works very 
well for our residents, 
and we would like to 
encourage everyone in 
the Vale who feels the 
same to make their 
voices heard.” 

The GEM asked the 
council to comment on 
financial aspect of the 
two types of recycling 
collection systems, and 


also asked if the length 
of contract with its 
current contractor was a 
factor. 

Responding, the 
director for visible 
services. Miles Punter, 
said: “The Vale Council 
and the Welsh Assembly 
Government share a 
desire to see as much of 
our waste recycled as 
possible. 

“The Senedd has set 
ambitious targets for the 
reuse, recycling and 
composting of 

municipal waste. The 
council believe that the 
current ‘co-mingling’ 
method of recycling is 
the best way of 
achieving these. 

“At present, co- 
mingling is the most 
economically 
advantageous method 
for us to use. More 
importantly, however, it 
is the method that Vale 
residents prefer. 

“This was the case 
when it was introduced 
in 2011 and, I am 
confident, remains the 
case today."

Dock could become 
a vibrant hub for 
water-based 
activities as the 
work of the Ocean 
Watersports Trust 
gathers pace,

Launched in April, the 
trust aims to create a 
Barry Community Water 
Activities Centre that 
will feature sailing, 
rowing, training facilities 
for lifeguards, the police, 
the fire service and 
giving disabled groups 
and other organisations 
access to leisure 
opportunities. 

“We have made a 
remarkable amount of 
progress in a short time,” 
said Mr Walters, a former 
Scout leader and 
assistant electrical 
engineer at the docks. 

“We aim to encourage 
the entire local 
community to take to the 
water in a wide range of 
pursuits. 

“We believe that the 
No 1 Dock could become 
a vibrant hub for water 
activities and play a 
pivotal role in helping to 


regenerate the waterfront 
area.” 

The waterfront 

building consortium, the 
Welsh Government and 
Associated British Ports 
have earmarked financial 
backing for the scheme 
and Mr Walters told 
FocusBARRY members 
that they were also 
looking for support from 
other sources including 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council. 

“We hope to be on the 
water later this year,” he 
said. 

“Temporary 
accommodation will be 
erected, but the trust is 
planning to construct a 
headquarters building on 
the mole at the western 
end of the dock and is 
seeking construction 
expertise and advice. 

“We have identified 80 
organisations who may 
be interested in the 
proposed centre,” said 
Mr Walters, who is 
closely associated with 
Barry Sea Scouts and 
Cadets. 

“The centre could not 
only benefit Barry, but 
entire Vale of Glamorgan 
and beyond.” 

Supporters also heard 
from the Chair of the 
Royal British Legion 
Barry branch, Mr Bob 
Wheatley, and discussed 
other current issues 
relating to Barry.

J OURNALISTS, and 
the public in general, 
can’t resist 

stereotypes, but they can 
be misleading. 

They are useful of course 
because, broadly speaking, they 
tend to have a deal of truth in 
them. 

However, they can also 
encourage people in a set view, 
and they get into the habit of 
taking it at face value, rather than 
seeing how things have changed. 

Bridgend, for instance, is fated 
to suffer from the accident of 
geography that places it halfway 
between Cardiff and Swansea. 
Those two cities hoover up most 
of the attention - especially in 
the past year when they both had 
Premier League sides - and 
Bridgend tends to be seen as a 
signpost off the M4. 

It’s natural, although a bit 
lazy, for people to accept this 
stereotype, but doing that would 
be to make the mistake of 
ignoring the spending power of a 
large community. 

And that spending power 
inevitably leads to economic 


activity, with entrepreneurs in all 
aspects of business seeing the 
area as a solid base for a thriving 
enterprise, and as a springboard 
for new ideas. 

This business base 
incorporates retail outlets, 
traditional manufacturing 
companies, and a growing hi- 
tech sector - which can only 
increase now that the Welsh 
Government has bought the 
Pencoed Technology Park. 

That purchase of the park 
followed the announcement that 
the science company, ReNeuron, 
was coming to the park and 
investing £33 million in stem cell 
technology. 

Also, in Bridgend town centre, 
Wetherspoons has just invested 
£1 million in a refurbishment of 
the Wyndham Arms. The interior 
has a new look and all the hotel 
rooms have been upgraded. 

Clearly, a national go-ahead 
company such as Wetherspoons 
has confidence in Bridgend and 
does not see it as a ‘backwater’. 

The Coed-y-Mwstwr Hotel, 
on the outskirts of Bridgend, is 
another company that has 
invested in the area. 


Its parent company, the Town 
& Country Hotels Group, 
recently spent £350,000 
developing the Hendre Function 
Suite at the Coed-y-Mwstwr. 

The function suite has been 
extended in response to demand, 
while the access and facilities 
have been vastly improved, in 
keeping with the newly- 
refurbished accommodation 
throughout the hotel. 

The managing director of the 
Town & Country Hotels Group, 
Julian Hitchcock, originally 
bought the Coed y Mwstwr 
Hotel as a three-star country 
house hotel from Virgin Hotels in 
1999, and the decision to invest 
has been rewarded with steady 
economic growth. 

The local authority, Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC), has over the years been 
successful in attracting funding 
for projects in the town - part of 
long-term plans to improve it and 
increase its potential as a 
business centre.

B ridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is currently 
awaiting final approval from 
the Welsh Government for its 
exciting proposals on how to 
spend nearly six million 
pounds of regeneration 
funding that was awarded 
earlier this year to build on 
the transformation of 
Bridgend town centre. 

The council is one of 11 local 
authorities selected by Welsh 
Government to share a bumper 
funding pot of around £100 million as 
part of their ‘Vibrant and Viable 
Places’ regeneration framework. 

BCBC Deputy Leader Coun David 
Sage, said: “We already have a really 
exciting regeneration programme 
underway and this additional 
investment could lead to a dynamic 
new era for Bridgend town centre and 
help to boost local business and 
employment immensely. 

“The overall aim is to create a 
vibrant community within the town 
centre which will generate more 
footfall and support for local traders 


and improve key facilities.” 

One of the proposals is to replace 
the ageing Rhiw multi-storey car park 
with a modern facility, while the other 
town centre car parks would also be 
upgraded to make them more 
attractive and user-friendly for 
shoppers. 

Under the proposal, the new Rhiw 
car park would include ‘pay on foot’ 
parking, which means that you take a 
ticket when you arrive at the car park 
and pay when you leave. It will 
enable shoppers to spend more time in 
the town centre without worrying 
about getting back to their car by a 
certain time. 

BCBC is also looking to create new 
homes above commercial premises in 
the heart of the town centre and bring 
vacant buildings such as the old 
McDonald’s back into use. 

Coun Sage added: “Town centres 
across the country are feeling the 
pinch as people look to the internet, 
shop out of town or are just tightening 
their belts, and we are working hard 
to reverse that trend as much as we 
can by making our towns more 
distinctive and attractive places, 
encouraging more people to come into 
our town centres and support our 
traders.”

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Penarth Computer 
Club: Skype update 


SKYPE was 

designed by a 
couple of IT guys in 
2005, one Danish 
and one Swedish. 

It is a software 
programme that allows 
us to make telephone 
calls over the internet 
using the same 
computer-to-computer 
connections that you 
have for going on-line. 

You are not using 
additional resources 
over and above what you 
have already paid for so 
there is no extra charge 
for the call to any other 
user anywhere in the 
world. 

The software is free. 
It can be used to call 
telephones, but even 
then the calls are 
significantly cheaper. 

Skype has been a big 
hit. By April 2006 it had 
100 million users. It was 
snapped up by eBay and 
then by Microsoft for 
big money, making the 
original writers very 
wealthy. 

Its progress has been 
relentless as it became 
available on more 
operating systems and 
devices and also 


expanded its range of 
services. 

Mike J explained the 
low cost (basically free) 
and what was needed to 
run the programme - 
just about any modem 
PC or laptop. 

Whether you need it 
or not depends on 
whether you have people 
you would like to chat to 
at length and if you are 
interested in saving 
money. 

If the answer is ‘yes’ 
then Google ‘Skype’ and 
go to the Skype site to 
get the free download. 

Installing it is simple 
as it does most of the 
work for you. Mike 
explained that it will 
search your contact list 
to identify Skype users 
already noted there and 
add them to your new 
Skype contact list. 
Others’ contacts you will 
have to identify yourself 
for inclusion. 

You have to set up an 
account with Skype 
using any name you 
wish as your Skype 
name (as long as it is 
unique) and a password. 

When you have done 
that it will run a test 
programme to see that 


everything is working 
properly (link, camera 
and microphone). If 
there is a problem, it will 
try to help you to fix it. 
Then you are ready to 

go. 

Exactly what you can 
do with it depends in 
part on the speed of your 
internet connection, but 
it will be the basics of 
showing you the ‘other 
end’ person on screen 
with a small corner 
picture of what they are 
seeing of you on their 
screen so that you can 
adjust things if your 
head is being cut off. 

Recently introduced 
is the facility for 
conference calls for 
three- or four- way 
conversations if the 
participants’ broadband 
will take the strain. The 
strain can be reduced if 
you switch off the video; 
after all, once you are 
sure who you are 
speaking to you don’t 
always need to have 
them in picture. 

Mike pointed out that 
you can send large files 
and chat while they are 
transferring.

LAST week’s Andrews report 
on care in the Princess of Wales 
and Neath Port Talbot 
hospitals was labelled “horrific 
and appalling” by Welsh 
Conservatives, with their 
leader Andrew RT Davies 
calling in the Senedd on 
Tuesday for the First Minister 
to commission an independent 
Keogh-style inquiry. 

During First Minister’s 
Questions, Mr Davies highlighted 
the Andrews review’s concerns over 
the effectiveness of Healthcare 
Inspectorate Wales, which it said 
had not seen or reported on what 
would have been highly visible issues 


of poor practice. 

He said that the First Minister 
had consistently rejected calls for a 
Keogh-style inquiry in Wales and 
went on: “Mortality data, horrific 
evidence, protests. Labour 
Government apologies; when will 
the First Minister see sense and 
implement the Keogh-style inquiry 
that Wales desperately needs? 

“If the independent regulator is 
missing serious failings - how can 
the public have any confidence in 
Labour’s assertions that there is no 
need for a Welsh Keogh? 

“If the First Minister believes 
people should judge governments by 
their responses, he should listen to 
the protestors who gathered at the 
Senedd today,” Mr Davies added.

Destroyers are part of 
the backbone of the 
Royal Navy, committed 
around the world 365 
days a year, hunting 
pirates, drug runners or 
submarines, defending 
the fleet from air attack

targets out of the sky up 
to 70 miles away) and 
providing humanitarian 
aid after natural 
disasters.

Voters are reminded to 
take their poll card with 
them to their designated 
polling station, which is 
printed on the card, and 
hand it to the presiding 
officer or one of the poll 
clerks on duty. 

Even if a voter has 
mislaid his or her poll
